It usually pays to also apply about 
thirty pounds an acre of muriate 
of potash. The fertilizer will make 
the vetch and peas grow better and 
most of it will be available for the 
next crop if the legumes are turned 
under. Vetch usually grows slow- 
ly until late February or early 
March, but In a few weeks there- 
after forms a mass of vegetation. 


It is essential 
to Inoculate the 


vetch and pea seed unless It Is cer- 
tain that the land contains the 
necessary bacteria which produce 
nodules on the roots and utilize 
the nitrogen from the air. Most 
failure can ho attributed to the 
lack of inoculation or lack of phos- 
phate in the soil, or both. The bac-

—(fl>)—Central Texas farmers who 
are harvesting castor beans plant- 
ed last summer at the request of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture were praised today by B. F. 
Vance, chairman of the USDA de- 
fense board, for their spirit of co- 
operation In the defense effort. 


Vance, who made an Inspection 


tour of some of the castor bean 
fields In Dallas County, said the 
farmers were to be commended fori 
Lhelr willingness to embark upori 
a project Involving the production 
of a plant with which they •'had 
had no experience. 
Last spring, when It appeared a 
shortage of vital oils might mate- 
rialize because of Inability to trans- 
port castor beans from Brazil 'and 
India and tung oil from China, an 
inter-bureau committee, appointed 
by the secretary of agriculture, rec- 
ommended increased production of 
the castor bean in this country. 
Castor oil Is used as a lubricant 


for the recoil mechanism of big 
guns and for bombers operating 
at high altitudes. 


The Texas Power and Light Com- 
pany, which had been experiment- 
ing a number of years in adapting 
pure, high oil-producing varieties 
of castor beans In Texas, had 40,- 
000 pounds of the seed available 
and donated It to the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture through 
the Texas A. and M. College ex- 
tension service co-operating with 
local AAA committees. 


The seed was distributed to farm- 


ers in an eleven-county area in 
Central Texas especially adapted 
to the growth of the castor bean.

FROM TEXAllE TO SMALL 
JUNIOR COLLEGES ATTEND- 


ANCE SHOWS INCREASE

ing a shrinkage in collegiate at- 
tendance in the nation, educational 
stitutlons in Texas from the mam- 
moth University of Texas to small 
junior colleges reported stepped-up 
totals of students as tho 194142 
first semester began. 


For the fourth successive year,

Texas pushed over the 10,000 mark 
to approximate last year's regis- 
tration of 11,147 students at the 
Austin school.

ATLANTA, Sept. 25 . — (/P)— Bish- 


op Warren Aiken Candler, 84, re- 
tired, a leader in Southern Metho- 
dism for more than half a century, 
died at his home here today after 
a ten-day Illness. 


Members of his immediate fam- 


ily were at his bedside. Ho had 
been 
unconscious 
for 
thirty-six 
hours prior to death. 


Bishop Candler rose from circuit 
rider to senior bishop, spent more 
than half a century In the active 
service of tho Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 


Sharp-witted, emphatic and an 


able speaker and writer, his pro- 
nouncements frequently 
were In 


the national .spotlight. 
During the 1928 presidential cam- 
paign, when 'many churchmen of' 
various denominations were voic- 
ing political 
convictions, Bishop
